Electing the Prophet 


F 


ROM the standpoint that the allied powers 


have been letting Turkey do a lot of un- 


pleasant things to them because they feared 
still more unpleasant activity among their Mos- 
lem, subjects should they exert their 
power 


against the keystone of Islam, the new assump- 
tion of the Angora assembly that it can con- 
trol the caliphate as well as direct the destinies 
of the Turkish empire may have far-reaching 
consequences. The caliph of Islam, head of the, 
Mohammedan religion, and the Sultan of Tur- 
key, hitherto have always been the same per- 
son, the head in each generation of the family' 
descended from the prophet. 
He ruled tem- 


porally and religiously by hereditary right, and 
hi? despotic power, limited temporally to Tur- 
key, was supreme religiously all over .the Mo- 
hammedan world. 


Now the Angora assembly 
deposes 
the 


reigning sultan and caliph, and says that hero-- 
after it will do the picking of the man for this 
job. Apparently as a sop to Mohammedan 
opinion outside of Turkey it is announced that 
the selection will be" from the Osman family. 
But a caliph ruling by divine, descent from the 
prophet, and one holding office at the pleasure 
of the Angora assembly, are 
two 
different 


things. The very deposition of the present sul- 
tan may have its ill effect, and it seems likely 
to he a very vexed question whether the purely 
Turkish, purely political Angora assembly, as 
head of the Mohammedan religion, will have 
nearly the power, command nearly the loyalty 
that the traditional 
caliphate 
has 
always 


exacted. 


What thr result will bo is doubtful. 
But 


it is a rule often proved in history that men 
resent the use of their religious loyalty for 
political purposes.

E 


ARLY returns indicate that national elec- 


tions went, largely, democratic. There are 


some tip-overs in the senate from the republi- 
can to the democratic side, and more in the 
house. The cautious Associated Press, taking 
a bird's eye view of the situation before results 
are definite, said that the republican majority 
had been wiped out and might be succeeded by 
a democratic, majority in the lower house.

"What becomes 
of 30,000,000 
cement sacks 
a year? 


Practically 90 per cent of 
the 95,000,000 barrels of 
iportland cement shipped 
last year was delivered in 
returnable cotton sacks. 
To supply users of cement 
promptly, the industry must 
have about 200,000,000 
sacks either on hand or in 
use. 
The sack method of ship- 
ping is most, convenient. 
There- are four sacks to a 
barrel. Each sack contains 
94 pounds of cement—a . 


* cubic foot. And a cubic 


foot is a handy volume in 
proportioning concrete 
mixtures. 
When cement is shipped, the sacks 
are billed to the purchaser. When 
they are returned,they are bought • 
back at the same price if they are 
in usable or repairable condition. 
This involves much.work in 
checking, cleaning, sorting and 
repairing. 


But in spite of the fact that every 
good cement sack is redeemable,, 
30,000,000 of the sacks shipped 
every year fail to come tack—a loss 
of nearly $5,000,000 a year at 
present prices of new sacks. 


To replace these "lost, strayed or 
stolen" sacks requires annually 
over 30,000 bales of cotton. It re- 
quires that the textile industry 
weave a strip of cloth 30 inches 
wide and 17,000 miles long. It 
means diat 1,600 looms are kept 
working full time for a year. 


Thousands of sacks returned to 
the cement mills for redemption 


<** are damaged, yet accepted for 


credit, if they can be repaired. 
This repair is done by the cement) 
manufacturer at his own expense. 


A medium sized plant shipping, 
say 1,000,000 barrels of cement a 
year, has to repair an average of 
6,000 sacks per 'day from among 
those returned for credit. This 


t 
keeps 6 people constantly working 
at rapidly operated electric sew- 


* ~t 
ing machines. In a million barrel 
a year plant, 22 people are con- 
standy employed sorting, counting, 
repairing and otherwise caring for 
returned sacks so that they may 
again be used. 


At the present time $30,000,000 
would be a conservative estimate 
of the investment which the ce- 
; 
ment industry has in cotton sacl<s. 


Sacks are one of the lesser, but 
nevertheless important items in 
the cement industry.
